Lorinda was placed in the care of a foster family 
after her mother had an auto accident in Nevada and 
was admitted to the Washoe Medical Center for 
shock and a broken !eg 

McGuire was entering an on-ramp to Interstate 80 
when a snowplow backed into her Gremiin in front of 
the Last Chance Casino in Carson City, Nevada 

Her Cai was impounded, and though she has not

been able to prove it, she claims severai hundred 
doilars in clothes and iuggage were stolen trom her 
car. “The Nevada police that took my car said, ‘We 
don't inventory every wrecked automobile, ” 
McGuire said 


Her daughter was in Nevada visiting a school in 
which her mother was considering enrotling her 
“She was teased and mistreated in California 
schools because she has inherited psoriasis and 
people and children do not understand that,” she 
said 

Though she has contacted a number of lawyers 
for advice on proceeding with her case, she does not 
at this time have an attorney representing her. 

However, Frank McGuire who is not related to 
Karen or Lorinda, a lega! advisor at the Legal Center 
for the Elderly and Disabled, said, “We've been do- 
ing what we can.” 


Nevada: a 


custody case 


Lorinda is considered a “neglected child” to the 
State of Nevada, the lega! consultant said, under 
Section 62.040 of the Nevada Revised Statues. The 
state pians “to continue custody with semi - annual 
review of the case.” 

At such a review, Karen McGuire could “present 
circumstances explaining why the child should be 
returned to the care of the mother,” Frank McGuire 
said 

Karen McGuire met her daughter last week in 
Carson City, but a social worker stayed with them 
during ine entire visit, “telling us what we could and 
could not ask and say,” she said 

“Every so often | want to sit down and cry and 
scream a: the top of my lungs. The question is, who 
would hear and what would they do about it? What 
good would it do?”

However, according to 
McGuire's former Sacramento 
County social worker. Sharon 
Navicky, “Generally speaking, if 
there is any indication that 
something bizarre has been going 
on. the social worker has a res- 
ponsibility to supervise the visit 

While Karen McGuire claims 
the Nevada child welfare 
authorities have only ‘given her 
ts fui - around” in her attempt to 
free Lorinda, whom she considers 
‘@ prisoner, not a ward,” Navicky 
said she and Nevada social worker 
Lynn Zimmermann communicate 
often because they are two agen 
cies dealing with a case 

“For a state to take a child away 
it (the situation) has to be drastic 
Maybe there really was something 
wrong,” said Naviky 

Karen McGuire feels she has 
met the requests of the Nevada 
authorities. The social workers in 
her case have been “just flat - ass 
lazy,” she feels

said 

Cajucom aiso stated that very 
few such departments have been 
accredited in the nation 

“We are hoping it will enable us 
to add a department option which 
would include commercial 
recreation,” he explained A 
Survey conducted by various 

tudents of RPA concluded that 
tween 80 - 90 percent of the

Cajucom claimed that since

largest collection of items from his lifetime and the 
succeeding ages is presently in San Francisco 
opening a 23 - month United States tour 
Shakespeare, the Giobe and the World 

The more than 250 pieces in the show hail from 
the Foiger Shakespeare Library in Washington 
DC. which houses the largest collection of 
Shakespeareana in the world. It was donated in 1930 
to the American people by Henry Clay Folger and his 
wife, Emily Jordan Folger, ardent collectors of 
Shakespeare memorabilia in the tate nineteenth and 
early part of the twentieth century 

Jonn F. Andrews, director of Academic Programs 
at the Foiger and editor of the Shakespeare 
Quarterly magazine considers himself “a traveiing 
salesman for the Bard,” and says the tour is the 
beginning of a revival of interest in the poet 

“He is more respected and performed than most 
national poets,” Andrews maintains. “Every state

The exhibit not only tells the story of 
Shakespeare in his own era, but also emphasizes 
that while he was a product of an era. he's also a part 
of every age. Andrews believes 

We're playing on the paradoxical idea that while 
he was representative of the Golden Era, he really 
was for all time, as Ben Jonson said in the preface to 
the First Folio.” Andrews said 

The First Folio, called “the most precious book in 
the world’ by Henry Clay Folger and the highlight of 
the exhibit, was printed in 1623 and is the first 
collected edition of all but one of Shakespeare's 37 
plays Titled Mr. William Shakespeare's Comedies, 
Histories, and Tragedies, the famous presentation 
copy from the printer William Jaggard to his patron, 
Augustine Vincent is on display 

The exhibit also includes some rare copies of the 
first Quartos printed Quartos were one play 
editions printed on sheets of paper that were folded 
twice quartered — and the Folger collection 
includes the only extant copy of Titus Andronicus, 
discovered in 1904 by a postal cierk in Sweden 

Andrews laughed when he recalled how his 
consultants referred to the priceless pieces of 
literature as ‘littie dirty brown books,” when the 
exhibit was being assembied. “Most of the books 
and other artifacts were stored in crates at the Folger 
simply because there was no room to display them,” 
Andrews explained, adding that a vauit is currently 
being built to house the manuscripts at the Folger 

Andrews Claims that while ‘not all of the bugs are 
worked out of the exhibit,” approximately 100,060 
people have seen the exhibit in San Francisco. “The 
Tut people didn't feel they nad it down tiii the sixth 
city,” Andrews said and admits that after the five - 
city tour he has hope the exhibit will go onto other 
cities. perhaps even overseas 

The exhibit opens with an electronic scoreboard 
that continuously flashes familiar quotations from 
Shakespeare frequently heard in modern speech 
The visitor is then ushered through creative graphic 
environments, entering Shakespeare's world of rural 
Stratford, Elizabethan London, the Bankside theater 
district and the court of Elizabeth |. 


Six mini - theaters screen filry and video clips of. 


some of the most famous modern interpretations of

When you think about it, Shakespeare's genius 
was remarkable — he was of humbie origins, had 
iNiterate parents but produced literature that hag 
lasted four centuries and will endure for probably 
four more.” said Andrews. "We consider it the 
manifest destiny of the library to take the Bard on 
tour and make him accessible to so many people.” 

The tour has been arranged in conjunction with 
the production of all 37 of Shakespeare's plays on 
public television and is underwritten by the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, Metropolitan Life 
insurance Company, Exxon Corporation and. the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting. 

“ “We've designed the exhibition so that even those 
who have never seen a Shakespeare play will find 
something to enjoy, to be stimulated by or to relate 
to,” Andrews said. 

“Shakespeare, The Globe and the Worid” is 
currently on dispiay at the California Academy of 
Sciences through Dec. 31.
